Brookville where they held a m eet­ 
ing last night in the interests o f the 
com m ission’s plan to make all state 
roads fifty feet wide. 


They were accom panied by 
Will 
Redman o f tins city, supervisor of 
state 
highways 
in Rush county, 
and there were also a number o f goot 
roads 
boosters 
from New Salem 
present at the meeting. 


Mr. Hinkle said 
that 
while 
he 
found some opposition among fa r ­ 
mers living 
along 
Route 
No. 
39, 
which the state highw ay from 
Ind­ 
ianapolis to Brookville by way 
of 
Rushville, New Salem and Anderson­ 
ville, he felt that they would all co ­ 
operate with the com m ission by m ov­ 
ing their fences back and making it 
possible to get a fifty-foot roadbed. 
Air. Hinkle also announced plans 
fo r m aking the Brookville road one 
o f I he heaviest traveled state high­ 
w ays in Indiana. He said that Route 
39 w as Hie natural one for all m o­ 
tor tourists criss-crossin g 
Indiana 
from the northw est to the southeast 
or vice versa. He pointed out that 
travel between Chicago and northern 
Indiana points to Cincinnati would 
follow 
the Brookville road because 
ii w as the shortest route. It has not 
been used more, be pointed out, be­ 
cause of the condition of the 
road 
around Brookville and the fa ct that 
a stretch o f road between Brookville 
and Cincinnati is being built. 
Mr. Hinkle stated that all o f the 
dangerous turns would be eliminated 
and the distance shortened between 
here and Brookville. 
At least three 
m iles will be taken from the distance 
by a change which is contem plated. 
W hat is known as the Cracker ridge
